A reprint of the marriage laws of 


Wisconsin has just been published 
by the state board of health for the 
flrst time, and copies are available 
by officials and others needing accur- 
ate knowledge or legal provisions af- 
fecting marriage. 
Numerous amend- 


ments' have been made by recent leg- 
islatures, and the edition is revised 
to date. 


One of the restrictive amendments 


prohibits marriage between first cou- 
sins. Another law prohibits re-mar- 
raige of divorced persons until one 
year after the decree was issued. 
Any one prohibited by the laws of 
this state from marrying may not, 
under a law of 1915, contract a mar- 
raige in another state and have the 
union validated in this state. 


The physicial examination law for 


intending grooms has been changed 
to make it less rigid, the present 
statute permitting the physician to 
certify freedom from venaral dis- 
eases from his personal belief.

Wisconsin has just been published 
by the state board of health for the 
first time, and copies are available 
by officials and others needing accur- 
ate knowledge of lega'i provisions af- 
fecting marriage.

prohibits marriage between first cou- 
sins.

Any one prohibited by the laws of 
this state from marrying may not, 
under a law of 1915, contract a mar- 
raige in another state and have the 
union validated in this state.

Balhnm, one of Iho suburbs of London, 
and it was very necessary that he Und 
him quickly. Knowing nothing of ihe 
district, lie called at the general post 
ofllce at St. Martin's-lc-Grnnd. to con- 
sult a directory. 
On explaining his 


case to a clerk he was amazed to learn 
that he could be sent to the address by 
parcel post by paying a fee of three- 
pence a mile. 


The gentleman had never heard of 


such a thing, and it Is said that very 
few persons in England know that it 
can be done. He was placed in charge 
of a messenger who was familiar with 
all parts of tho city and was soon on 
his way. 
The boy carried a printed 


slip on which was written a descrip- 
tion of tho "parcel" in charge, under 
tho heading. "Article required to be 
delivered," and before leaving tho cus- 
tomer's house both tho customer and 
the gentleman had to put their signa- 
tures on the paper. The limit in weight 
for anything delivered by parcel post 
in England is generally understood to 
be" eleven pounds, but there is ono 
clause that reads, "A person may be 
conducted by express messenger to 
any address on payment of the mile- 
age fee."—Youth's Companion.

district, he called at tho general post 
office at St Martin's-le-Grnnd, to con 
suit a directory. 
On explaining his 


case to a clerk he was amazed to learn 
that he could be sent to the address by 
parcel post by paying a lee of three- 
pence a mile. 


The gentleman had never heard of 


such a thing, and it is said that very 
few persons in England know that it 
can be done. He was placed in charge 
of a messenger who was familiar with 
all parts of the city and was soon on 
his way. The boy carried a printed 
slip on which was written a descrip- 
tion of the "parcel" in charge, under 
the heading. "Article required to be 
delivered," and before leaving the cus- 
tomer's house both the customer and 
the gentleman bad to put their signa- 
tures on the paper The limit in weight 
for anything delivered by parcel post 
in England is generally understood to 
be eleven pounds, but there is one 
clause that reads, "A person may he 
conducted by express messenger to 
any address on payment of the mile 
age fee."—Youth's Companion.

No senator or 
representative ever tries to get admis- 
sion to the gallery for the purpose of 
hearing the debate, either for himself: 
or for his friends. 
If he should at- 


tempt to get a seat in tho gallery or to 
got a friend a seat there, his desire 
would be thwarted, and tho proper 
committees of congress would uphold 
the newspaper correspondents in their 
action in shutting out from the gal- 
lery even so high a personage as a 
member of congress of the 
United 


States. 


In tho city of Washington there are 


about 220 newspaper 
correspondents 


who are entitled to admission to the 
press galleries. They represent news- 
papers located in towns from Califor- 
nia to Maine and from Washington to 
Florida. In addition to these corre- 
spondents there arc hundreds of oth- 
ers who are engaged simply in writing 
magazine btories, impressions of legis- 
lation, and

whose work Is along these lines are

The press galleries, under the rules 


of congress, are under the control of 
the standing committee of correspond- 
ents, subject to tho approval of the 
speaker of the houso ot representatives 
and the supervision and control of the 
senate committee on rules. 
It is' not 


once in a decade that either house or 
senate tries to effect any change1, in 
tho system of government of the press 
galleries which has been established 
by the standing committee of newspa- 
per men.

In the meanwhile tbe increasing use of 
load in storage batteries adds another 
possibility of loss. 
The sludge from 


these batteries will usually be thrown 
away when the cells are cleaned. And 
so the new discoveries of science help 
to add now methods of waste.

The parcel post has made Its use- 


fulness felt in many ways, unexpected 
as well as foreseen. 
Hut tho Knglish 


parcel post does one surprising thing 
that has not yet been introduced in 
our own system. 


An Englishman wished to reach a 


customer living in a remote part of 
Balham. one. of the Kiiburbn of London, 
and it was very necessary that he liiui 
him quickly 
Knowing nothing of the 


district, he called at tho general post 
oflice at St. Martin's-le-Granil. to con- 
sult a directory. 
On explaining his 


case to a clerk he was amazed to learn 
that he could be sent to the address by 
parcel post by paying a fee- of three- 
pence & mile. 


The gentleman had never heard of 


such a thing, and it is said that very 
few persons in England know that it 
can be done, lie was placed in charge 
of a messenger who was familiar with 
all parts of tbe city and was soon on 
his way. The boy carried a printed 
slip on which was written a descrip- 
tion of the "parcel" in charge, under 
the heading. "Article required to be 
delivered," and before leaving the cus- 
tomer's house both thn customer and 
the gentleman had to put their signa- 
tures on the paper. Tho limit in weight 
for anything delivered by parcel post 
in England is generally understood to 
be eleven pounds, but there is one 
clause that reads. "A person may be 
conducted 
by express messenger to 


any address on payment of the mile- 
age fee."—Youth's Companion.

The following instructions lire given for the information and guidance 


of voters: 
(a) 
A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his 


name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must 
have- endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot dorks, and no 
oth^r ballot can be used. Upon rccoiving this ballot, the voter must retire 
alone to a booth or compartment ar.,d prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot 


clerk may inform the Voters of tho proper Tmmncr of marking a ballot, but 
he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


(b) 
If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any 


party he shall make u cross or other mark unocr the 
party 
designation 


printed at the ,top of the ballot in the circle mndo for that purpose.. .A ballot 
ao marked and having no other mark will bo counted for all the candidates 
of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the 
candidates of the party have been erased or a name shall be written in, or a 
cross mark be placed In tho square at the right of the name or names of can- 
didates in another column. If tho voter does not wish to vote for all che 
candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a 
cross or mark in the square at the right of the name of tho candidate for 
whom ho intends to vote or by inserting or writing in the name of the 
candidate. 


(c) 
Tho ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the 


ballot bo spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot dork, who must issue 
another in its stead, but no more than three in all shall be issued to any 
one voter. Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Un- 
official or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can 
be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. Tho ballot must not 
be shown HO that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


(d) 
After it is marked it should bo folded so that tho irisido cannot be 


seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot dorks 
on the outside may be scon. Then the voter should pass out of tho booth or 
compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of tho ballot box, 
hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. 


(o) 
A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that ho is unable to 


road, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, 
can have assistance of one or two election oflicors in marking same, to be 
chosen by tho voter; and if he declares that he is totally blind, he may bo 
assisted by any person chosen by him from among tho legal voters of the 
county. 
The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion as 


to such person's disability,

Washington.—Since the war in Ku- 


rope started thousands upon 
thou- 


sands of decorations of various kinds 
have been given to the soldiers of kills- 
er. king, president or sultan. 
A tew 


Americans, there are only a few in 
the service of foreign potentates, also 
have been decorated, some of them 
for conspicuous personal gallantry. 
One non-combatant American newsna 
per man has been given a decoration 
in recognition of bravery on the Held. 


Xo American who is in the employ 


of the 
government 
of 
the 
L'nited 


States is allowed to receive any deco- 
ration from a foreign state without 
special permission of congress. 
It 


happened that the newspaper man 
who was given the decoration for bra- 
very on the battlefield is connected 
with a news gathering association 
which has a rule of its own that none 
of its employees shall accept a deco- 
ration from a foreign government. Be- 
cause of the special circumstances in 
the case, this rule was foregone in tho 
case in hand and the correspondent, 
who had shown courage on a battle- 
field in Poland, was allowed to re- 
ceive and to wear the ribbon and 
medal given in recognition of his high 
conduct in the face of danger 


For All Kinds of Services. 


In the state department there is n 


case which virtually is lilh-d with all 
kinds of decorations, watches, fobs 
and other things which it was the in- 
tention of foreign governments to pre- 
sent to American oflieiais. 


The presents of kingdoms, empr'e^ 


or republic1! which are now in the 
earn of the state department were giv- 
en for all kinds of services. 
Most of 


those for whom they were intended 
were ambassadors, ministers, consuls, 
consular agents, or military and naval 
attaches stationed in foreign parts. 
Congress once in a while has granted 
permission to individuals who are in 
the state service to receive decora- 
tions and on one or two occasions it 
has disposed of a hundred or so ot 
the decorations at once by giving gen- 
eral permission to take them and 
wear them. The gifts now in the pos- 
session of the state department rep- 
resent the accumulation of a year or 
two and there they will stay 
until 


congress acts. 


A Little Shop Talk. 


Once every four years in Wash- 


ington it is perhaps permissible for 
the newspaper men to talk shop. 
There are 
five Washington 
chron- 


iclers 
now who are 
having their 


troubles. They are the members of 
the standing committee- of correspond- 
ents. 
Their names and those of the 


papers which they represent are Rich- 
ard V. Oluahan, New York Times; Le- 
roy T. Vernon, Chicago News; H. E. 
C. Bryant, Raleigh News and Obser-. 
ver; Earl Godwin, Washington Star, 
and William E. Drighatn, Boston Tran- 
script. 


There are to be held this year three 


political national conventions—Demo- 
cratic, Republican and Progressive. 
While the managers, if they may so 
be called, of the conventions have 
final power in the matter they act in 
the matter of assignment of seats in 
the press stand largely on the rec- 
ommendations of the standing 
com- 


mittee of Washington correspondents 
Of course this committee does not at- 
tempt to do anything more than to see 
to it if it can that the" newspapers aud 
the press associations get what they 
are entitled to in the matter of seats 
at the press tables. 


The standing committee of corre- 


spondents has other duties to perform. 
The convention seat duty is only a 
matter of concern once in four years. 
The committee 
has constant work 


through the years. 
A new committee 


is elected just prior to the convening 
of each incoming congress. 
The chief 


duty of the members is to pass on the 
applications of tne persons who de- 
sire admission to the press galleries 
during the sessions of congress. 


Only for the Workers. 


It might be said here that no one 


is allowed1 in the gallery either in 
house or senate who is not a bona fide 
newspaper correspondent engaged in 
his work of collecting and sending out 
news from the capital. No senator or 
representative ever tries to get admis- 
sion to the gallery for the purpose of 
hearing the debate, either for himself 
or for his friends. 
If he should at- 


tempt to get a seat in the gallery or to 
get a friend a seat there, his desire 
would be thwarted, and the proper 
committees of congress would uphold 
the newspaper correspondents in their 
action in shutting out from the gal- 
lery even so high a personage as a 
member of congress o£ the United 
States. 


In the city of Washington there are 


about 220 newspaper correspondents 
•who are entitled to admission to the 
press galleries. 
They represent news- 


papers located in towns from Califor- 
nia to Maine and from Washington to 
Florida. In addition to these corre- 
spondents there are hundreds of oth- 
ers who are engaged simply in. writing 
magazine Stories, impressions of legis- 
lation, and 
books.

congress acts.

There are to bo held this year three

While the managers, if they may so 
be called, of the conventions have 
final power iu the matter they act in 
the matter of assignment of seats in 
tbe press stand largely on the rec- 
ommendations of the 
standing com- 


mittee of Washington correspondents. 
Of course this committee does not at- 
tempt to do anything more than to see 
to it if it can that the'newspapers and 
the press associations get what they 
are entitled to in the matter of seats 
at the press tables. 


The standing committee of corre- 


spondents has other duties to perform. 
The convention seat duty is only a 
matter of concern once in four years. 
The committee has constant work 
through ,the years. 
A new committee 


is elected ]ust prior to the convening 
of each incoming congress. 
The chief 


duty of the members is to pass on the 
applications of the persons who de- 
sire admission to the press galleries 
during the sessions of congress. 


Only for the Workers. 


It might ba said here that no one 


is allowed' in the gallery either in 
house or senate who is not a bona fide 
newspaper correspondent engaged ia 
his work of collecting and sending out 
news from the capitol. No senator or 
representative ever tries to get admis- 
sion to the gallery for the purpose of 
hearing the debate, either for himself 
or for his friends. 
If he should at- 


tempt to get a seat in the gallery or to 
get a friend a seat there, his desire 
would be thwarted, and the proper 
committees of congress would uphold 
the newspaper correspondents in their 
action in shutting out from the gal- 
lery even so high a personage as a 
member of congress o£ tbe United 
States. 


In the city of Washington there are 


about 220 newspaper 
correspondents 


who are entitled to admission to the 
press galleries. They represent news- 
papers located in towns from Califor- 
nia to Maine and from Washington to 
Florida. 
In addition to these corre- 


spondents there are hundreds of oth- 
ers who are engaged simply in writing 
magazine stories, impressions of legis- 
lation, 
and 
books.

Office of the City Clerk, March 22nd, 1916 


To the Electors of Grand Rapids, Wisconsin: 


Notice is hereby given that a judicial, national delegate and municipa 


election is to be held in the several wards and election precincts in the city 
of Grand Rapids, on the Fourth day of April A. D. 1916, at which the officers 
named below are to be chosen. The names of the candidates for each office 
to b'i voted for whose nominations have been certified to this office, are 
given opposite to the title of the office and under the proper pnrty or other 
designations, each in its proper column, and the question submitted to a vote 
are as stated below: 


INFORMATION TO VOTERS 


The following instructions ?.n given for the information and guidance 


of voters: (a) 
A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his 


name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must 
have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no 
oih»r ballot can be used. Upon receiving this ballot, the voter must retire 
alone to a booth or compartment ar d prepare the same for voting. A ballot 
clerk may inform the voters of the proper manner of marking a ballot, but 
he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


(b) If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any 


party he shall make a cross or other mark unoer the party 
designation 


printed at the top of the ballot in the circle made for that purpose.. .A ballot 
so marked and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates 
of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the 
candidates of the party have been erased or a name shall be written in, or a 
cross mark be placed in the square at the right of the name or names of can- 
didates in another column. If the voter does not wish to vote for all the 
candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a 
cross or mark in the square at the right of the name of the candidate for 
•whom he intends to vote or by inserting or writing in the name of the 
candidate. 


(c) The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the 


ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue 
another in its stead, but no more than three in all shall be issued to any 
one voter. Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Un- 
official or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can 
be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not 
be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


(d) After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside carnot be 


seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks 
on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth or 
compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, 
hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. 


(e) A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to 


read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, 
can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking same, to be 
chosen by the voter; and if he declares that he is totally blind, he may be 
assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the 
county. 
The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion as 


to such person's disability.

Notice is hereby given that a Primary election is to be held in 


the several towns, wards, villages, and election precincts in the 
county of Wood on the 4th day of April, 1916, at which the officers 
named below are to be chosen. The names of the candidates for 
each office to be voted for, whose nominations have been certified 
to or filed in this office, are given under the title of the office and 
under the appropriate party or other designation, each in its 
proper column, together with the question submitted to a vote, in 
the sample ballot below. 


INFORMATION TO VOTERS. 


The following instructions are given for the information and 


guidance of voters: 


A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name 


and residence will receive the proper ballot from the ballot clerk 
which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both 
ballot clerks and no other ballots can be used. Upon receiving 
his ballots the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment 
and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the 
voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot but he must not 


advise or indicate in any manner wfyom to vote for. 


The voter shall mark his ballot by making a cross or mark in 


the square at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he 
intends to vote, but in case of the ballot used for the election of 
delegates to the National Convention, the voter should vote for 
not more than four delegates at large or any party designation, 
nor more than two district'delegates, for in case one should vote 
for more than four delegates at large or two district delegates, 
the law provides that the ballot shall not count for any. In case, 
for instance, where the name of the man for president or vice- 
president appears on the ballot for delegates, the object according 
to Section 5-22 of the Statutes, is for the purpose of enabling 
every voter to express his choice for the nomination of candidates 
for president and vice president of the United States. Whenever 
there shall be filed with the Secretary of State, nomination papers 
as provided by section 5-21 of the statutes, the nomination of such 
candidates to be certified to the county clerk and placed upon the 
official delegate ballot. 


' The Judicial ballot used at this election is for the purpose of 


electing a Justice of the Supreme Court to succeed Wm. H. Timlin, 
whose term expires the first Monday of January, 1917, and such 
other Judicial officers, County and State, whose terms expire at 
the time.

The ballot should not be marked in any other manner except 


as heretofore mentioned. If the ballot be spoiled it must be re- 
turned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but 
not more than three in all shall be issued to any one voter. Five 
minutes time is allowed in the booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial 


ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot 
can be taken into the booth and may be used to copy from. This 
ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has 
been marked by the voter. 


After the ballot is marked.it should be folded so that the 


inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and 
signitures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then 
the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his 
name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his 
ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 


A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable 


to read, or that by any reason of physical disability he is unable 
to mark'his ballot can have assistance of one or two election officers 
in marking same, to be chosen by the voter, and if he declares he 
is totally blind he may be assisted by any person chosen by him 
from among the legal voters of the county. The presiding officer 
may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's dis- 
ability.

alone to a booth or compartment ar..d prepare tho same for voting-. A ballot 
clerk may inform the voters of the proper manner of marking a ballot, but 
ho must not adviso or indicate in any manner whom to veto for. 


(b) 
If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any 


party lie shall make a cross or other mark tinner the 
party 
designation 


printed at tho cop of the ballot in tho circle made for that purpose.. .A ballot 
no marked and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates 
of that party in tho column underneath, unless the names of some of the 
candidate:-; of the party have been erased or a name shall be written in, or a 
cross mark bo placed in tho square at tho right of the name or names of can- 
didates in another column. If the voter docs not wish to vote for all the 
candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a 
cross or mark in the square at the right of the name of the candidate .for 
whom he intends to vote or by inserting or writing in the name of the 
candidate.

ROBBING BABY'S BANK 


TO ASK WASHINGTON TO AID 


German Chancellor Intimates to Amer- 


ican Envoy at Berlin That End of 
Great European War May Be Near— 
May Address the Reichstag. 


Washington, 
March 23.—Germany 


has officially intimated to Iho United 
States government that tho services 
of tho greatest neutral nation may bo 
utilized soon In the Interest of peace 
In Europe. 
Within tho'last four days 


Chancellor von licthmarin-Hollweg of 
Germany has convoyed to Ambassador 
James W. Gerard in Berlin a general 
idea of the peace terms Germany is 
willing to discuss. 
Furthermore. Mr. 


Gerard received a strong intimation 
from the same quarter that it v/ill be 
Inadvisable for him to take a vacation 
at this time, as hu had planned. Mr. 
Gerard has changed his plans, there- 
fore, and awaits further communica- 
tions from tho German chancellor. 


Tho recent discussion between tho 


chancellor and tho ambassador was of 
a most friendly and Intimato nature. 
Tho former did most of tho talking. 
While no direct reference was made 
to the resignation of Admiral von TIr- 
pltx, stress was laid on the desire of 
Germany to remain at peace with all 
neutral countries and hopo was ex- 
pressed of an early termination of tho 
war itself. 


"With reference 
to tho terms oC 


peace, only the most general expres- 
sions were used. 
Nevertheless, It is 


possible to say that Germany has In 
mind tho rehabilitation of Belgium 
and has no present Intention of ask- 
ing for indemnity from that country, 
On tho other hand, Germany is not 
disposed to relinquish all of northern 
Franco 
without tho payment of a 


money indemnity and will further in- 
HlsL on tho return of the Gorman col- 
onies in Africa. Those terms are net 
understood to be irrevocable, but may 
bo subject to modification if adequate 
occasion arises. 


It is considered likely that in tho

quence of this simplicity, 90 .per cent 
of the cases are adjusted without for- 
mal hearings.

Ballot clerks and no other ballots can be used. Upon receiving 
his ballots the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment 
and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the 
voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot but he must not 


advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


The voter shall mark his ballot by making a cross or mark in 


the square at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he 
intends to vote, but in case of the ballot used for the election of 
delegates to the National Convention, the voter should vote for 
not more than four delegates at large or any party designation 
nor more than two district'delegates, for in case one should vote 
for more than four delegates at large or two district delegates 
the law provides that the ballot shall not count for any. In case 
for instance, where the name of the man for president or vice- 
president appears on the ballot for delegates, the object according 
to Section 5-22 of the Statutes, is for the purpose of enabling 
every voter to express his choice for the nomination of candidates 
for president and vice president of the United States. Whenever 
there shall be filed with the Secretary of State, nomination papers 
as provided by section 5-21 of the statutes, the nomination of such 
candidates to be certified to the county clerk and placed upon the 
official delegate ballot. 


The Judicial ballot used at this election is for the purpose of 


electing a Justice of the Supreme Court to succeed Wm H Timlin 
whose term expires the first Monday of January, 1917, and such 
other Judicial officers, County and State, whose terms expire at 
the time. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner excenl 


as heretofore mentioned. If the ballot be spoiled it must be re- 
turned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but

Notice is hereby given that a Primary election is to be held in 


the several towns, wards, villages, and election precincts in the 
county of Wood on the 4th day of April, 1916, at which the officers 
named below are to be chosen. The names of the candidates for 
each office to be voted for, whose nominations have been certified 
to or filed in this office, are given under the title of the office and 
under the appropi-iate party or other designation, each in its 
proper column, together with the question submitted to a vote, in 
the sample ballot below. 


INFORMATION TO VOTERS. 


The following instructions are given for the information and 


guidance of voters: 


A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name 


and residence will receive the proper ballot from the ballot clerk 
which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both 
';allot clerks and no other ballots can be used. 
Upon receiving 


his ballots the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment 
and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the 
voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot but he must not 


advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


The voter shall mark his ballot by making a cross or mark in 


the square at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he 
intends to vote, but in case of the ballot used for the election of 
delegates to the National Convention, the voter should vote for 
not more than four delegates at large or any party designation, 
nor more than two district'delegates, for in case one should vote 
for more than four delegates at large or two district delegates, 
the law provides that the ballot shall not count for any. In case, 
for instance, where the name of the man for president or vice- 
president appears on the ballot for delegates, the object according 
to Section 5-22 of the Statutes, is for the purpose of enabling 
every voter to express his choice for the nomination of candidates 
for president and vice president of the United States. Whenever 
there shall be filed with the Secretary of State, nomination papers 
as provided by section 5-21 of the statutes, the nomination of such 
candidates to be certified to the county clerk and placed upon the 
official delegate ballot. 


The Judicial ballot used at this election is for the purpose of 


electing a Justice of the Supreme Court to succeed Wm. H. Timlin, 
whose term expires the first Monday of January, 1917, and such 
other -Judicial officers, County and State, whose terms expire at 
the time. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner except 


as heretofore mentioned. If the ballot be spoiled it must be re- 
turned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but 
not more than three in all shall be issued to any one voter. Five 
minutes time is allowed in the booth to mark ballot. 
Unoflicial 


ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot 
can be taken into the booth and may be used to copy from. This 
ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it iias 
been marked by the voter. 


After the ballot is marked.it should be folded so that the 


inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and 
signitures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then 
the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his 
name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his 
ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 


A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable 


to read, or that by any reason of physical disability he is unable 
io mark'his ballot can have assistance of one or two election officers 
n marking same, to be chosen by the voter, and if he declares he 
.s totally blind he may be assisted by any person chosen by him 
from among the legal voters of the county. The presiding officer 
may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's dis- 
ability.

President Sends Thanks to Senator La

rages on American soil and lied into 
-Mexico, is hereby approved; and 


"That the congress also extends its 


assurance to the de facto government 
of Mexico and to the Mexican people 
that the pursuit of said lawless band 
of armed men across the international 
boundary lino into Mexico is for the 
single purpose of arresting and punish- 
ing the fugitive band of outlaws; 


"That tho congress, in approving the 


use of the armod forces of the United 
States for the purposes announced, 
joins with the president in declaring 
that such military expedition shall not 
be permitted to encroach iu any de- 
gree upon the sovereignty of Mexico 
or to interfere in any manner with the 
domestic affairs of the Mexican peo- 
nlo "

March 22.—When twenty-three allied 
aeroplanes raided Muelhausen, upper 
Alsace, the greatest aerial battle of 
the war took place.

Succumbs at Rome After Long Illness 


—Was Considered as Successor to 


*he Late Pope Pius X. 


Rome, March 
21—Cardinal 
Gotti 


died here after a long illness. Cardinal 
Girolamo Gotti's decline began on Sep- 
tember 25, 1915, when in a faint he fell 
violently to the floor of his office, suf- 
fering a slight concussion of the brain. 
Since then his condition became daily 
worse and on March 13 he became so 
gravely ill that the last rites of the 
church were administered. After the 
death of Pope Pius X, Cardinal Gotti 
was highly considered as the deceased 
pope's successor. 
Only his age—he 


was seventy-eight then—stood against 
bin}. Cardinal Gotti was born in Genoa 
on March 29, 1834. He was ordained 
December 4, 1856, and entered the 
Carmelite order in 1858. Later he was 
made prefect of the propaganda, which 
place he held until his death.

lias omcially intimated to the United 
States government that the services 
of the greatest neutral nation may be 
utilized soon in the interest at peace 
in Europe. 
Within the last four days 


Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg of 
Germany has conveyed to Ambassador 
Jaraes VV. Gerard in Berlin a general 
idea cf the peace terms Germany is 
willing to discuss. 
Furthermore, Mr. 


Gerard received a strong intimation 
from the same fjuarter that it will be 
inadvisable for him to take a vacation 
at this time, as he had planned. Mr. 
Gerard has changed his plans, there- 
fore, and awaits further cotnmunica- 
tionf! from tlie Gorman chancellor. 


The recent discussion between the 


chancellor and the ambassador was ot 
a most friendly and intimate nature. 
The former did most cf the talking. 
While no direct reference was made 
to the resignation of Admiral von Tir- 
pitz, stress was laid on the desire of 
Germany to remain at peace with, all 
neutral countries and hope was ex- 
pressed of an early termination of the 
war itself. 


With reference to the terms of 


peace, only the most general expres- 
sions were used. 
Nevertheless, it is 


possible to say that Germany has in 
mind the rehabilitation of Belgium 
and has no present intention of ask- 
ing for indemnity from that country. 
On tho other hand, Germany is not 
disposed to relinquish all of northern 
I'Vaiid! 
w i t h o u t 
tin; payment of a 


money indemnity and will further in- 
sist 01: the return oi' the German col- 
onic:s i:i Africa 
These terms are net 


utiderslood to be irrevocable, but may 
be subject to modification if adequate 
occasion arises. 


It is considered likely that in the 


next few days tho German chancellor 
w i l l make a notnblo speech in the 
reichsfag which may have a signifi- 
cant bearing on the points outlined to 
tlie American ambassador.

Thirty Blocks of Business Buildings 


and Residences Destroyed 


at Paris. 


Paris,- Tex., March 23.—Fire which 


slarted in i'.ie warehouse of the Lon 
Transportation company in the soutl 
ern part of the city, and which quick 
ly spread to the Paris Cotton Compres 
on Tuesday done damage estimated a 
$2,000,000. Thirty blocks of residence 
and business buildings are in ruins 
The flames made a clean sweep of the 
southern portion cf the city, burning 
a path three and four blocks wide ex 
tending to the public square.

Succumbs at Rome After Long Illness 


—Was Considered as Successor to 


the Late Pope Pius X. 


Rome. 
March 
21—Cardinal 
Gottl 


died here after a long illness. Cardinal 


irolamo Gotti's decline began on Sep- 


tember 25, 1915, when in a faint he fell 
violently to the floor of his office, suf- 
ering a slight concussion of the brain. 
Since then his condition became daily 
worse and on March 13 he became so 
gravely ill that the last rites of the 
•hurch were administered. 
After the 


death of Pope Pius X, Cardinal Gotti 
svas highly considered as the deceased 
ope's successor. 
Only his age-—he 


was seventy-eight then—stood against 
hirn. Cardinal Gotti was born in Genoa 
on March 29, 1834. 
He was ordained 


December 4, 
1856, and entered the 


Carmelite order in 1S58. Later he was 
made prefect of the propaganda, which 
place he held until his death.
